PLANT SCENE OF A STRIKE. 


One Quarter of City’s Fire Fighting 
Apparaius Called. 


Fire starting from an explosion fn the 
architectural iron’ works of the Hansell-. 
cock company, Twenty-third place and But- 
ler street, shortly after 12 o’clock this morn- 
ing, resulted in an estimated loss of $300,000 
to the iron concern and damage of 628.000 to 
the plant of the C. Selig Cooperage company, 
directly in the rear. 

The fire was not brought under control until 
one quarter of the city fire fighting ap- 
paratus and the fire tug Graeme Stewart had 
been summoned in a 3-11" alarm. 


Chief Horan in Charge:

An investigation will be made by the police 
of @ rumor that the explosion was caused 
by sympathizers of disgruntled iron workers 
who had figured in recent labor troubles at 
the Haneell-Elcock plant. 

The explosion was in the machine shop and 
threw burning oll in all directions. Martin 
Volkna, who is employed in the plant as a 
watchman, was near by and immediately 
gave an alarm. Policemen reached the place 
quickly, but gained no information that 
would lead to immediate arrests. 

Firemen climbed to the roof of the north 
part of the building and sought to check the 
flames. were driven from their posts 
and were compelled to fight the flames from 
the streets.

China Declared Best Field in Which to 
Advance Religion. : 


EDINBURGH, June 15.—The delegates to: 
the world missionary conference, which or- 
ganized yesterday, got down to the real work 
of the international meeting today. Repre- 
sentatives of missionary work among non- 
Christian peoples everywhere were present. 

A feature of the day was the presentation 
by John R. Mott of New York. the chairman, 
of the report of the commission on carrying 
the gospel to all the nonchristian world,”’ in 
which he issued a warning to the Christian 
churches of the world that a decisive hour for 
missions had come. The commission says 
that opportunities which have been neglected 
in the past are the reproach of the church. 
The church in Christian lands, says the re- 
port, needs energizing that it may carry on 
the work. The commission urged that an 
international committee be formed and that 
a great movement to carry Christianity into 
every region with increased force be under- 


taken. 
China as Best Field. 


Turning its attention to fields on which 
the church should concentrate attention 


and effort, the commission reports that in 


China there is a unique opportunity fraught 
with far reaching issues for the future of 
China and ‘of Christendom. The advance

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Central Government Orders 
Kiev Authorities to Grant 
Longer Time. 


Russian Senate Suspends Ruling 
Separating Children from 
Their Parents. 


KIEFF, June 15.—The Kieff authorities 
have been ordered by the Central government 
to proceed slowly in the matter of the expul- 
sion of Jews. They are instructed to grant 
those amenable to the decree of expulsion 
a longer or shorter delay for the settlement 
of their affairs, as may be needed in each 


particular case, and to make ho attempt to 


clear the city within any. fixed date. 

The instructions of the Russian govern- 
ment mean that the Kleff authorities shall 
not resort to the dreaded deportation by 
“etappe,” and it is now expected that the 
remainder of the year will be consumed be- 
fore the last of the 1,002 families leave. 
The “ etappe " system consists in conducting 
groups of the expelled from one station to 
another by relays of armed guards, until 
the pale is reached. 


Expulsions Are Continued. 

One hundred and five individuals were ex- 
pelled today. Fifty-one of them had been 
given time to prepare for their departure 
without restriction, the other fifty-four re- 
ceiving. passports to a specified destination. 
Ninety-six .were expelled on Sunday and 
Monday. Of these thirty-seven came under 
the ruling which had allowed them a short 
time to prepare for their departure, while 
fifty-nine had received passports. There 
were nineteeh expulsions yesterday. Of this 
number eight came nder the first, and the 
others under the second class. 

The widow of Refugee Gerstein, who fied 
from Odessa to Kleff during the pogrom in 
1905, and who died here last January, has 
had a pitiable experTence with the new law. 
She was expelled by etappe after her 
husband's death. 

She returned a few days ago to claim her 
children—a 3 year old girl and a5 year old 
boy. She traced them to a foundling asy- 
lum, where they had been baptized in the 
orthodox faith. The mother has appealed 
to Gov. Trepoff to restore her children to her 
and annual the the baptismal! rite. 

The month's delay granted to those subject 
to expulsion for a settlement of their affairs 
expired yesterday. 


Stops Expulsion of Children. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 15.—The senate, 
the highest court of appeal in Russia, today 
ordered that the expulsions of Jewish chil- 
dren at Moscow be suspended until a deci- 
sion has been handed down Interpreting the 
law with reference to children. 

An official statement by Premier Stolypin 
yesterday made special reference to the ex- 
pulsion of school children from Moscow, 
explaining that professional women enjoy- 
ing a right of residence outside the pale may 
not confer the same privilege upon their 
children. As a consequence of this feature of 
the law many children have been separated 
from their parents.

BERLIN, June 15.—Dispatches from ali 
parte of Burope indicate that the floods in 
Germany are only a small part of the general 
uprising of rivers which are inundating large 
sections of the continent.

The lower stréets 
are filed with water. 
High water is reported 
throughout upper Bavaria.

Servians Killed by Floods, 

BELGRADE, Servia, June 15.—Ficods fol- 
lowing torrential rains have caused. havoc in 
the valley of the Morava river. 

The towns 
of Chupria, Jagodina, and Svilainatz have 
been inundated. Water to a depth of from 
seven to ten feet has filled the streets. Many 
houses, undermined, have collapsed.

Dach 
party admitted the truth of the charge 
that watered stock has a direct influence 
on freight rates—the roads charging 
higher rates so that it may be possible to 
pay dividende on that stock. 

When two opposing parties are of one 
mind as to a particular matter and unite 
in promising the same remedial] legisla- 
tion, one might be confident that that leg- 
islation would be enacted, whichever party 
won. It has not worked out that way, 
however, about the overissue of stocks 
and bonds. : 

The attorney genera! in drafting the ad- 
ministration railroad bill was justified in 
inserting a provisién authorizing the inter- 
state commerce commission to supervise 
the issue of stocks and bonds. He was 
obeying the party platform. So was the 
house when it accepted the provision. In 
the senate it was different. Only nineteen 
senators voted for its retention. Senator 
Rayner argued that the supervision of 
stock and bond issues did not constitute 
a regulation of commerce, and hence con- 
gress had no power to act. If it was a 
regulation of commerce it practically de- 
prived every railroad of its charter grant- 
ed by the state, and therefore took away 
property without. due process of law in 
violation of the fifth amendment. Most 
of the Democratic senators agreed with 
him. | 

The senate was quite prepared to flout 


a party and a popular mandate. Either 


senators believed that the popular impres- 
sion that overcapitalization is one of the 
great causes of high freight rates had 
faded out, or decided that they were wiser 
than the party conventions and the voters. 
The conflicting views of senate and house 
on this question of loyalty to party pledges 
were reconciled through the president’s 
strenuous efforts. He is to appoint a com- 
mission to investigate questions pertaining 
to the issuance of railroad securities.

The Infanta Josephine was 21 years of age 
when she became infatuated, at Madrid, with 
a young journalist of Cuban birth bearing 
the name of José Guell y Rente. He had been 
a reporter on one of the apers of 
Havana when he fell in love with a young’ 
girl belonging to one of the principal fami- 
lies of the Antilles. His affection was re- 
turned. But his inamorata’s father refused 
to encourage the suit and showed him the 
door, contemptuously informing him that he 
was of far too lowly origin ever to dream of 
marrying his daughter. 

Enraged, the young newspaper man er- 
claimed, passionately, that he would show 
the people who he was by marrying a prin- 
cess. Crossing the ocean, he arrived at 
Madrid, joined oné of the newspapers, and 
soon made a name for himself there as a 
writer and as a poet. Several poems which 
he dedicated to the Infanta Josefa sufficed to 
turn her head completely. She lost her heart 
to her Cuban admirer, and eventually fled 
with him to Valladolid, where they were mar- 


— 


The royal family was thunderstruck, re- 
garding the scandal as doubly great by the 
fact that Guell y Rente was a pronounced 
Radical. The government tried unsuccess- 
fully to get the unfon invalidated by the 
pope. But the people were delighted with it. 
Sentences of exile were pronounced against 
the couple, but a;‘ter a while the good nature 
for which Queen Isabella was so celebrated 
prevailed and the infanta and her husband 
were permitted to return to Spain, where 
they were received with honor and affection 
by the queen. 

Don José, who was a most charming man 
and a distinguisted author, accepted a seat 
in the senate, but declined any title, and died, 
universally mourned, at Madrid in 1884, 
deeply regretted by the entire royal family 
of Spain and favorably remembered in the 
United States as having been the principal 
partisan at Madrid in favor ot the abolition 
of all duties on American corn, | 

It is to be regretted that the sons born of 
this singularly happy union did not follow in 
their father’s footsteps. The eldest of them, 
Raymundo Guell y Bourbon, who had re- 
ceived a commission in the army, obtained 
for himself after his father’s death the title 
of Merquis de Valcarlos and subsequently 
obtained appointment to the Spanish em- 
bassy at Paris as military attaché, with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel. There he con- 
tracted a marriage with the daughter and 
heirese of old Alberti, partner of the well 
known banker Oppenheim, Queen Isabella 
being present at her nephew's wedding. 

— 


Valcarlos was terribly extravagant, ended 
by exhausting the patience and the gener- 
osity of his wife, of his father-in-law, of 
Queen Isabella, and of the remainder of the 
Spanish royal family, and was driven ulti- 
mately by financial straits to add to his func- 
tions as military attaché of the Sranish em- 
bassy those of a secret agent of the French 
war department. 

It was in this way that the marquis became 
implicated in an extremely unsavory manner 
with the Dreyfus scandal. It was publicly 
demonstrated in that connection that for sev- 
eral years, notably from 1893 to 1805, he had 
been receiving a regular monthly allowance 
from the secret service fund of the French 
war department, besides many additional 
sums for special: services, and while he per- 
sistently denied these charges he admitted 
over his signature that he had received a 
number of payments from the secret service 
fund of the French war department, but for 
the use of a third person, whose name he de- 
clined to give. 

Under the circumstances the Spanish gov- 
ernment had no alternative left but to dismiss 
him at once from the post of military at- 
taché and from the army and to insist that 
he should remain abroad. Naturally his 
royal relatives and former friends declined 
to have anything further to do with him. 
Publicly disgraced and completely ostra- 
cised, he died a few years age, in the utmost 
obscurity and in straitened circumstances, at 
Melun.

King George's pronounced interest In m 
colonial dependencies of his empire and his 
determination to make the development of 
their prosperity and the strengthening of 
their bonds with the mother country the key- 
note of the policy of his reign, has received a 
further manifestation by the fact that the 
first peerage which he has created since hig 
accession last month has been bestowed upon 
a colonial, an Africander—Sir John Henry de 
Villiers. 

Sir Henry, who has recefved this honor on 
the occasion of the birth of the union of South 
Africa, which he has done so much to foster, 
is the son of Dutch parents. He was born 
at Wynberg, in Cape Colony, and studied 
first divinity, with a view to the pastorate, 
and then medicine, at the Universities of 
Utrecht, in Holland, and of Berlin before 
turning his attention to law and receiving bis 
call to the bar, at the Inner Temple in Lon- 
don in 1865. 

He was the first of the Africanders—that ie 
to say, the English subjects of Dutch parent- 
age in South Africa—to become an English 
barrister, and it was owing to this that he 
was appointed attorney general of the Cape 
of Good Hope at the early age of Wand chief 
justice of the colony exactly two years later. 
He still retains that office, and also is pres- 
ident of the legislative council] at the cape 
and a member of the judicial committee of 
the privy council in England, the supreme 
tribunal of the empire. Throughout hia ca- 
reer he has sought always to exercise a mod- 
erating influence upon South African affairs. 

During the period which preceded the Boer 
war “the most eminent of living African- 
ders,“ as the London Times called him, did 
his best to cause councils of peace to prevail 
op botb sides, and on several occasions went 
to Pretoria in the endeavor to adjust the dif- 
ferences between President Kruger and the 
British authorities. 

| — 

Sir Henry is a learned and amiable man, 
universally popular and respected through- 
out the length and breadth of South Africa 
and almost equally well known in govern- 
ment circles in London, He is devoted to 
botany and to bees, and owns estates em- 
bracing 40,000 acres of land in some of the. 
finest fruit growing districts of Cape Colony. 
His elevation to the reerage is a most politic 
move on the part of King George which can- 
not fail to give general satisfaction in South 
Africa. 

It will be welcomed by the English element 
and still more so by the Africanders, and 
coincides, curiously enough, with the transfer 
by Gen. Botha of his household to Gro te 
Schnurr. It may be recalled that when Cecil 
Rhodes died he provided by his will that 
Groote Schnurr, his beautiful and picturesque 
home outside Cape Town, to which he was 
so devoted and where he was happler than 
anywhere else, should become the rty 
of the colony for use as the official residence 
of the prime minister. 

Hitherto it has been occupied by his inti- 
mate friend and follower, Dr. Jameson, who 
was prime minister of Cape Colony and who 
has now vacated it to Gen. Louis Botha, the 
former bitter and sworu enemy of Cecil 
Rhodes, but who now has become the fret 
premier of the union of South Africa.

OSENZA, Calabria, Italy, April Id iss 
is the tale of an automobile ride+-sixty 
miles through the homes of emigrants 
It has been a memorable ride, a veritable 
cinematograph panorama, with pictur- 

esque hills and quaint towns; in every one of 

them I have found men who speak English and 
who know Ellis island. 

The railroad in South Italy is a great con- 

venience. But for the most part, it is worse 

than useless in bringing you to the doorstep 
of towns. The best the railway.4d as a rule. 

§ is to deposit you at the foot of a hill; the town 
ts miles up or miles off. But the ald stage road 

takes us straight through towns. The automo- 

bile, part of the overland mail service, makes 
the trip once a day each way between Catan- 
zaro and Cosenza. It is a big, powerful ma- 
chine with comfortable accommodation for 

twelve passengers. ; , 

We are started out in.Catanzaro by a crowd 

of idlers, including the usual beggars and boys 

on the lookout for-cigarets. In a businesslike 
fashion, we hustle right inta the country, wind- 
ing, twisting and turning, cork-screwing and 
zigzagging around steep hills, across deep val- 
leys, high up over crests, over fine stone-arched 
bridges. Often the road is hewn from solid 
rock; in other places, it is. supported by lofty 
retaining walls of substantial masonry... The 
inner side of the road for miles is protected 
by walls of stone and troughs which carry 
off the water and prevent erosion. . Nearly 
all of the time we are at a considerable eleva- 
tion, once in a snowstorm, nearly always in 


sight of snow-capped péaks.

On the crests wonderful panoramas are un- 
folded, covering miles of rolling country near- 
Ty all Under cultivation and gften including a 
#8 view of both seas. Once we get a sight of 
Mount Botte Donato, its top a solid snow field, 
for it is 6,300 feet high and the loftiest peak 
in the Sila mountains, once famous for brig- 
ands. We even pass the last stand of the 
brigands. I, had planned to g across these 
mountains to San Giovanni, famous for its sit- 
uation and the number of its emigrants. But 
there are six feet of snow on the pass which 
will not disappear for another month.

Since the amendment 
of the law permitting ‘ sparring exhibitions,’ 
nrizefighting under the guise of sparring has 
greatly increased and has been tolerated in 
California, until today our state is a mecca 
for prizefighters, much to our discredit. 

“Our people have the right to demand that 
prizefighting shall cease in this state, and it 
will if our present laws are enforced, espe- 
cially if our courts follow the decisions of the 
Supreme courts of our sister states in de- 
fining a prizefight.

“In Michigan a prizefight exists when thera 
is ‘an expectation of reward to be gained 
by the contest or competition, either to be 
won from the contestant or to be otherwiss 
rewarded, coupled with an intent to inflict 
upon such contestant some degree of bodil? 
harm.“ 

“In Kansas the Supreme court has held 
that ‘the contest must be a fight and that 
there must be an intent on the part of the con- 
testants to do violence to and inflict some 
degree of bodily harm on each other,’ andthe 
fight must be for some prise or reward. Other 
states have made similar rulings. 

To show that the so-called ‘ sparring ex- 
hibitions’ held in this state under the 
auspices of incorporated athietic clubs have 
not been ‘sparring exhibitions,” but prize- 
fights, I need only refer you to the files of our

Structural Work on Chicago | 


Tractor Factory Completed. 


MEANS MUCH LARGER FORCE, 


Manager Tells New Policy Adopted in 
State Investigation.

The practical completion of structural work 
on one of the main buildings of the Inter- 
national Harvester company’s $1,500,000 
tractor engine factory was announced yes- 
terday by C. 8. Funk, general manager of 
the company. The new factory, which will 
be in operation by Jan. 1, employing about 
1,000 men, is to form a new industry at the 
Chicago plant. 

The factory will occupy a tract of about 
twenty-five acres at the west of the main 
plant, fronting on Marshall boulevard and 
the tracks of the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis railway. It will be made 
up of two main buildings and a number of 
smaller ones. Construction has been under 
way for several weeks, but was delayed by 
a strike of structural steel workers. 


Milwaukee Works Still Used. 

At present the manufacture of tractor en- 
gines has been carried on at the Milwaukee 
factory, where about ten engines of fifteen 
and twenty horse power have been turned 
out daily. The operations at Milwaukee will 
not be stopped but the local plant will be 
given over to the manufacture of heayier 
engines of twenty to forty horse power. The 
productive capacity will reach, it is claimed, 
between 2,000 and 4,000 a year, 

The engines are used mostly for dragging 
many bladed plows and carting on highways. 

Mr. Funk commented at length on the new 
policy of the company as shown by the brief 
filed in answer to the charges made in 1907 by 
Gov. Hadley of Missouri, then attorney gen- 
eral. The brief denies altogether the charges 
of Attorney General Hadley that the Harves- 
ter company has attempted to operate in re- 
straint of trade or to the disadvantage of the 
public. |

Cherry Mine Superintendent, 
Who Also Speaks, Weeps as 
He Talks of Horror. 


Workmen's compensation laws and better 
Protective legislation for industrial workers 
of the country were urged by John Mitchell, 
former heed of the United Mine Workers of 
America, in a talk before state mine inspec- 
torg at a banquet held last evening at the 
Chicago Automobile club. 

He declared that the United States is far 
behind European nations in the matter of | 
industrial legislation and the ube of safety 
devices for the protection of life and limb of 
workmen in hazardous occupations. 

The terrible mine catastrophe at Cherry 
suggests to our minds remedies for the pre- 
vention of similar occurrences,” said Mr. 
Mitchell. No body of men has done more 
in the way of making mines safer than the 
state mine inspectors. 


Huge Death Toll No Credit. 

“Tt is no credit, however, to the United | 
States that a larger number is killed in indus- 
try than if two great nations were continual- 
ly at war. I want tosay with that great man, 
Theodore Roosevelt, who soon will be re- 
ceived with acclaim by his countrymen, that 
this country is far behind European nations 
in industrial legislation. 

It seems to me it is high time that our 
country takes ‘ts place among the most ad- 
vanced. The United States is now. the only 
place where the antiquated system of as- 
sumed risk and other legal doctrines still ob- 
tain. Isn't it much better to have an auto- 


*matic compensation system for the workers? 


But the real problem ia to preserve the 
life and limb of our wage earners. It ig more 
valuable to society that the workers save 
their limbs and preserve their health. As 
Americans we should be ashamed to confess 
that our country Is the most backward na- 
tion in the world in industrial legislation. 

“To you men who are charged with 
great responsibility belongs part of the task 
of developing a uniform system of legisia- 
tion for the protection of miners. I submit 
that the conservation of our human re- 
sources is vastly more important than the 
conservation of all the material resources 
on earth. I urge upon you to do your part in 
making the United States the safest and best 
protected nation in the world, instead of the 


Mr. Mitchell was preceded by William W. 
Taylor, general superintendent of the Cherry 
mine and other coal mine properties of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rallroad.
